west in which he traveled from 6,000 
to 7,000 .miles by automobile. la re- 
futation of the rumors being circu- 
lation tnat the farmers are irretrevi- 
abled involved tinancially, Be declar- 
ed that the reverse was true and that 
statements made in the east by cer- 
tain North Dakota citizens could not 
be substantiated by the facts. 
He 


found that there were less than 3,000 
farmers who were being foreclosed 
upon and that the eventual number 
in the state would be less than 4,000. 
Many if this number he said should 
never have followed farming as a 
vocation as they were unfitted. 


There are more than 74,000 farm- 


ers in the state he said who will 
carry through, many of them while 
not in good condition financially he 
said would be helped by credit 
sources which arc being»taxed to 
spread over the rnral indebtedness 
so as to bring Jkhe Northwest safely 
through the present crisis. He found 
that slightly under 800 farmers had 
actually abandoned their farms and 
that in most cases the community 
was benefited as these men were 
chronic failures as farmers. In com- 
parison (o the aggregate number of 
farmers in the state only a small 
percentage had taken advantage of 
the bankruptcy act he said. Percen- 
tage of failures in the state he said 
was slightly more than ten percent. 
In Montana he said the rate was 
ranch higher. 


He urged a better sentiment to- 


ward tbe banking institutions. He 
said that the percentage of farm 
failures was not great when compar- 
ed to other lines of business. He 
said that banks, merchants and oth- 
er lines of endeavor had suffered as 
severely as the farmer which was of 
course a most natural result lor 
without a success on the farms in 
dustry lanquisbed and the merchant 
and banker "had to suffer with the 
rest. He praised Governor Nestos 
for his speeches of optimism in the 
east and the efforts of the adminis- 
tration to discount false reports that 
are being circulated upon Northwest 
conditions. 


Of a survey of 36,000 farreets he 


said that it was. found in this state 
that 86 percent of them were effi- 
cient and competent to weather the 
storm. 


He praised the bankers of tbe state 


for their attitude in the crisis and 
said that the community itself by its 
own action* could assist greatly. Few 
banks -were closed he said through 
dishonesty of officials and that in 
most cases of 
closed 
banks, the 


bankers had spent their all to avert 
disaster. 


Urging the citnens to pat their 


money in sound institutions 
and 


take it from places of concealment 
where it performed no economic ser- 
vice, he made an earnest plea for 
common sense in solving the pro- 
blems that confront the Northwest.

000, according to a report received 
by the Bismarck Association of Com­ 
merce. 
Records kept at various bureaus 
ahd obtained by co-operation with 
state highway departments show as­ 
tonishing figures on the money dis­ 
tributed by motorists making long 
distance journeys. 
The report sets 
out: 
An average of 3,252 cars used the 
2,6tt niiies of highway bctw.een Chi­ 
cago and Seattle chch day between 
May 15 and October 15, or a total 
of 487,000 car-days for the season. 
The total value in revenue to vari­ 
ous communities along the highway 
is estimated •( $8,156,000. 
Checks made of the travel be­ 
tween Minneapolis and Wenatchee, 
Wash. 
The Minnesota State Highway de 
partmcnt figures show the ax’erage 
daily trayel over the National Parks 
Highway'was-W8 foreign cars a day, 
or 274*00 for the season. 
At Rob- 
insdale there were 371 cars a day; 
at Moorhead 116 a day. 
From Targo west to Valley ttty 
there was an average of 171 cars 
used the highway each day and the 
average at the Bismarck bridge is 
given as 85 cars. 


Travel Divides.

At Fallon, Mont., where the south­ 
ern route (Yellowstone Trail), joins 
the National Parks Highway tbo 
count was 66 cars a day for the 
National Parks Highway and 72 for 
the southern route. 
At Livingston,

The average for the 
camper was about $3.50 per day and 
of tliose stopping at hotels abodt $6 
u day. This includes such items as 
gas and oil, repairs to the car, food, 
lodging, clothing 
and 
incidentals. 
The length of time on the road for 
the camper was found to be about 
twice that of the one who stopped 
in hotels. 
The average distance 
traveled was 160 miles per day. 
Indications are, officials of the Na­ 
tional Parks Highway say that 1924 
will sec a greater increase in auto­ 
mobile travel than In 1923.

above this morning, and the same 
temperature was recorded at Edmon­ 
ton and Lander, Wyoming, while it 
was 8 above at Prince Albert. 
The 
lowest in Bismarck last night was 


23 above, and it was 22 
above at 
Williston.

The mean daily temperature dur- 
iilg the period, September 1 to De­ 
cember 12, 1923, shows an excess of 
6.5 degrees daily, the highest con­ 
tinuous average in the climatological 
history of the Bismarck weather sta­ 
tion. During November the temper­ 
atura averaged 10.3 degrees above 
the normal and was with but one 
exception the highest of record for 
that month.

North Dakota is essentially sound 
but then- is a great need of a livttcr 
business morale in the estimation of 
t*urtis L. Mosher, assistant federal 
reserve bank agent, who spoke to the 
Roturiaus ,at their., weekly luncheon 
at the McKenzie hotel today. 
He 
has just finished a most comprehen­ 
sive economic survey of the North­ 
west in which he traveled from 6,000 
to 7,000 'miles by automobile, in re­ 
futation of the rumors being circu­ 
lation that the farmers are irrctrevi- 
abled involved iinancially, he declar­ 
ed that the reverse was true and that 
statements made in the cast by cer­ 
tain North Dakota citizens could not 
be substantiated by the facts. 
He 
found that there were less than 3,000 
fanners who were being foreclosed 
upon and that the eventual number 
in the state would be less than 4,000. 
.Many c\ this number he said should 
never have followed farming as a 
vocation as they were unfitted. 
There arc more than 74,000 farm­ 
ers in the state he said who 
will 
carry through, many of them while 
not in good condition financially he 
said 
would 
be 
helped by 
credit 
sources which arc being'c taxed to 
spread over the rural indebtrdncAs 
so as to bring Jhc Nortliwest safely 
through the present crisis. He found 
that slightly under 800 farmers had 
actually abandoned their farms and 
that ill most cases the 
community 
was benefited as these men 
were 
chroiiie failures as farmers. In com­ 
parison to the aggregate number of 
farmers in the stale only a 
small 
percentage had taken advantage of 
the bankruptcy act he said. 
Percen­ 
tage of failures in the slate he said 
was slightly more than ten percent. 
In Montana he said the rate 
was 
much higher. 
He urged a belter sentiment to­ 
ward the banking institutions. 
He 
said that the 
percentage of 
farm 
failures was not great when compar­ 
ed to other lines of business. 
He 
said that banks, merchants and oth­ 
er lines of endeavor had suffered as 
severely as the farmer which was of 
course a most natural 
result 
lor 
without a success on the farms in­ 
dustry languished and the merchant 
and banker ‘had to suffer with the 
rest. 
He praised Governor Nestos 
for his speeches of optimism in the 
east and the efforts of the adminis­ 
tration to discount false reports that 
arc being circulated upon Northwest 
conditions. 
Of a survey of 36,000 farmers he 
said that it was found in this state 
that 85 percent of them were effi- 
qlent and competent to weather the 
atbrm. 
He praised the bankers of the state 
for their attitude in the crisis and 
said that the community itself by its 
own actions could assist greatly. Few 
banks were closed he said through 
dishonesty of officials and that in 
most cases of 
cldsed 
banks, the 
bankers had spent their all to avert 
disaster. 
Urging the citizens to put their

take it from places of concoalment 
where it performed no economic ser­ 
vice, he made an earnest plea 
for

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FARGO’S RATE CASE 
There has been in the last few years, in .several big rate 
eases heard in the country, a recognition of the justice of 
the contention of many of the smaller cities of the country 
that freight rate structures should not be built solely for the 
maintenance of large centers of trade. P’or example, .several 
cities in liuiiana a few years ago fought for a readjustment 
of the western commodity classification becau.se, they con­ 
tended, the structure was built to give Chicago an undue 
advantage in distributing iiroducts throughout the territory. 
The es.sontial basis of the P’argo rate case before the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission is that Chicago and Twin City 
jobbers and manufacturers should not have an advantage 
over Fargo in the matter of freight rates; that the rate 
structures are such that the growth of F'argo’s commerce is 
restricted while that of the Twin Cities develops. 
Many of the largest cities of the nation are large because 
freight rate advantages have made them so. The railroad i 
have justified the practice of rate-making by innumerable 
reasons, among them that the creation of a large center 
tends to decrease the cost of operation which in turn ought 
to produce lower freight rates. 
However, within the last 
few years growth of urban population has been viewed with 
alarm by many of the leading economists of the nation; they 
.see a menance to American institutions in the crowding of 
millions in cities which in time become peopled with a major- 
ty of foreign-born residents. 
So the tendency now is to remove the unfair advantage 
given certain larger centers over the .smaller, and the report 
of the examiner of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
favoring Fargo’s contentions in her rate ca.se is a reaffirma­ 
tion of this principle. It is hoped that F'argo wins eventually. 
The case yet has to be fought out before the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commi.ssion as a whole. 
Bismarck business men ought to keep in touch with the 
situation. 
A reiiresentative f'argo business man declared 
that F'argo ought to be the commercial metropolis of North 
Dakota as the 'fwin Cities dominate Minnesota. A readjust­ 
ment of Fargo’s rates as asked might give that city an undue 
advantage over Bismarck. 
WTiile Bismarck is with F'argo 
in her fight to remove an undue advantage held by the 'Tw'in 
Cities, it must be remembered that that .same advantage is 
held by the Twin Cities over Bismarck, and that a complete 
victory in the F'argo rate case might give Fargo an undue 
advantage over Bismarck, which in turn would be as vicious 
as the situation against which F'argo now complains. 
It is a situation to which local jobbers and merchants 
should be most alert.

FARGO'S RATE CASE 


There has been in the last few years, in several big rate 


: 
cases heard in the country, a recognition of the justice of 
the contention of many of the smaller cities of the country 
that freight rate structures should not be built solely for the 
maintenance of large centers of trade. For example, several 
cities in Indiana a few years ago fought for a readjustment 
of the western commodity classification because, they con- 
; 
tended, the structure was built to give Chicago an undue 


< 
advantage in distributing products throughout the territory. 
The essential basis of the Fargo rate case before the Inter- 


i 
state Commerce Commission is that Chicago and Twin City 
jobbers and manufacturers should not have an advantage 


: 
over Fargo in the matter of freight rates; that the .rate 
structures are such that the growth of Fargo's commerce is 


• 
restricted while that of the Twin Cities develops. 


Many of the largest cities of the nation are large because 


freight rate advantages have made them so. The railroads 
have justified the practice of rate-making by innumerable 
reasons, among them that the creation of a large center 
tends to decrease the cost of operation which in turn ought 


' 
to produce lower freight rates. 
However, within the last 


few years growth of urban population has been viewed with 
alarm by many of the leading economists of the nation; they 
see a menance to American institutions in the crowding of 
: 
millions in cities which in time become peopled with a major- 
ty of foreign-born residents. 
' 
So the tendency now is to remove the unfair advantage 


; 
given certain larger centers over the smaller, and the report 


' 
of the examiner of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
favoring Fargo's contentions in her rate case is a reaffirma- 
tion of this principle. It is hoped that Fargo wins eventually. 


: 
The case yet has to be fought out before the Interstate Com- 


• - merce Commission as a whole. 
—•---- -Bismarck business men ought'to keep in touch with the 


situation.

Electric Eel's Power. 
Enough electrical energy to stdn 
the largest animal can i>e tb^wn 
out of the body of an electric eel, 
naturalists say, yet they have never 
been able to .determine the exact 
source of the current.
